Great  strides  have  been  made  in  the  value  of 
this  book.  At  Puttick's  in  1901  a  copy  realized 
£6  7s.  6d.,  rising  to  £17  15s.  at  Hodgson's  in 
1910  (described  in  the  sale  catalogue  as  being 
in  "original  brown  cloth").  At  the  sale  of  the 
library  of  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Hoe,  at  Anderson's 
Auction  Co.,  New  York  (January  1912),  the  book 
realized  $125.00.  At  Sotheby's,  December  1915,  a 
rebound  ex-library  copy,  having  some  leaves  stained 
and  repaired,  realized  £16.  To-day  a  fine  copy 
would  probably  realize  from  £30  to  £35.  The  book 
was  "remaindered"  3  vols,  in  I,  green  cloth;  a 
copy  of  this  issue,  which  is  also  rare,  realized 
£11  10s.  (Sotheby's,  December  1911).
